To the Inhabitants of the Town of Stratford, County of Coos, 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
village of North Stratford on Tuesday, the 10th day of March 
1959, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the following 
subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To elect a clerk for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To elect two auditors for the ensuing year, 
or to see if the town will vote to petition the State Tax 
Commission to have an audit made by the Division of Muni- 
cipal Accounting, and to make an appropriation to cover the 
cost of same. 


ARTICLE 3. To elect a treasurer for the ensuing year. 
ARTICLE 4. To elect one selectman for three years. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will instruct its selectmen 
to appoint all other Town Officers as required by law. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to continue the 
services of the Public Health Nurse, and raise money for 
same. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to raise the fee 
charged by the Public Health Nurse from fifty cents to one 
dollar for calls made in town, and from one dollar to one dol- 
lar fifty cents for out of town calls. 


ARTICLE 8. To ‘see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for the Lancaster Hospital. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to fight the Dutch Elm Disease. 


ARTICLE 10. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the needed repairs on the 
Town Hall. It needs a new roof; fire escape; panic doors: 
emergency lights; foundation repairs and new outside doors. 


ARTICLE 11. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the building and repairing 
highways and bridges; and for town maintenance. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to appropriate 
$120.28 for Town Road Aid, thereby obtaining from the state 
the sum of $801.98 to be expended on Class IV and V con- 
struction. 


ARTICLE 13. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the following: Libraries; 
Memorial Day; Memorial Trust Fund; Skating Rinks; Sew- 
ers; Street Lighting and Blinker Lights; Water Department; 
Cemeteries; Retirement of Long Term Notes; Interest; In- 
surance; Fire Department; Personal Bonds and any other 
money for the town. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $149.89 to the White Mountains Re- 
gion Association, being 10c per $1000 of the assessed valu- 
ation (1/100th of 1%) for the purpose of issuing and dis- 
tributing printed matter and advertising and otherwise pub- 
licizing the advantages of the town, in cooperation with the 
other 45 towns in the region. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for the installation of a new 
Fire Siren. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the town will vote to adopt the 
Non-Partisan ballot system, and appropriate money to cover 
the cost of same. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men and town treasurer to borrow a sum or sums not exceed- 
ing in the aggregate $15,000 in anticipation of the collection 
of taxes for the current municipal year, and to issue in the 
name, and on the credit of the town, negotiable notes there- 
fore; said notes to be paid during the current municipal year. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the town will vote to transfer to 
the Trustees of the Trust Funds, the sum of money now on 
deposit for the Memorial Trust Funds of North Stratford and 
Stratford Hollow, to direct the present treasurers of said 
funds to sign bank transfers to accomplish this purpose, and 
that the trustees be directed to keep the funds in separate 
accounts. 


ARTICLE 19. To ascertain the sense of the voters as to 
the desirability of the installation of a Sewage Disposal Sys- 
tem. 


ARTICLE 20. To hear reports of agents, officers and com- 
mittees heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 21. To transact any other business that may 
be brought before said meeting.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
1958-1959 


To the School Board and Citizens of Stratford: 


l herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools in Stratford. All the usual financial and statistical 
reports are in order and included in the accompanying pages. 
Since this report is prepared as of February 1 it is well to 
note that the Warant as now printed may not be an exact 
copy of the one to be posted prior to School District meeting 
on March 9. 

The financial data, with the exception of the budget in- 
formation, covers the school year July 1, 1957 to June 30, 
1958. Information in regard to grade placement, teacher 
load, and tuition students are taken from the current regis- 
ters and is correct at date of writing. Your School Board 
members and your Superintendent of Schools are State offi- 
cers. They do not nor would they have the authority to 
change or modify these records in any way. We have come 
to rely on the accuracy of this information. 

In line with a vote taken at the 1958 annual meeting the 
School Board has asked me to present the following inform- 
ation: 


A. Cooperative District 
(1) No opportunity for participation in a Cooperative 
District at this time. 


B. Tuition 


(1) Opportunities will be available for High School tu- 
ition arrangements at both Colebrook and Grove- 
ton. Colebrook can “‘accommodate approximately 
60.” Tuition charge for 1959-60 $350.00 per pupil. 
Groveton High School can “accommodate not to 
exceed 60.” 1959-60 charge $377.00 per pupil. 


(2) Granting that transportation is furnished, using a 
figure of two buses at $4,000 present estimates 
show each cost would not be too much different 
from the cost of an approved program at home in- 
cluding the cost of an addition. Precise figures of 
these estimates will be available by district meet- 
ing time. 


(3) Subject offerings are not greatly more elaborate at 
Colebrook and Groveton even now except in the 
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(4) 


Shop and Home Economic Courses and in the field 
of music. 

The School Board does not advocate tuition ar- 
rangements. 


C. Improved program at home including constduction of 
a three room addition:

Curriculum offerings would be at least equal to our 
neighboring schools (subject, of course, to actual 
lhmitations, especially in numbers, i.e., Algebra 
and Geometry; French I and II; Chemistry and 
Physiics; each may very well alternate if number 
in classes make this expedient.) 


Plan C calls for at least three classrooms which 
would be adequate in size for Science, Shop, and 
Home Economics plus at least minimum equipment. 
Probable cost of such a unit will be approximately 
$90,000 depending on the amount of equipment pur- 
chased. The State will pay 30% of this cost. 


From an educational viewpoint the best plan under 
C would be two rooms of proper size and equip- 
ment for Science and Shop and one larger all pur- 
pose room. This would have a small kitchen ad- 
joining and would be used for school lunch, assem- 
blies, and would have a larger playing surface than 
the Town Hall. This area would be excellent for 
an extension of the Physical Education Program 
which has been started this year. Home Economics 
would be taught in what is now the Cafeteria. The 
School Board approves plan C and, in general, fav- 
ors the larger unit. Evidence also shows that there 
is much general interest in the all purpose room. 
Total cost of this plan will be approximately $115,- 
000. 80% of this amount will be paid by the State. 


The borrowing capacity of the District is based on 4% of 


the equalized valuation which at present is $1,932,503. Two 
per cent additional may be borrowed if approved by a Board 
of Inquiry set up by the State Tax Commission. Such ap- 
proval would seem to be assured in the case of Stratford. 
Total borrowing capacity of the District at the present time 
is $115,950. 


All these matters will be discussed in public gatherings 


prior to the annual District meeting. 
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We are pleased to note a very active interest in the whole 
school program. Already two public meetings have been held 
and townspeople are becoming familiar with the problem. 
The School Board members have worked hard to gather the 
information needed. They are to be complimented on their 
efforts. We look forward to having a good school for our 
young people.
